FltfST.  That  the  calculations  of  this  Almanack  are  k 
or  apparent  time,  viz.  the  time  deduced  immediately 
fun,  whether  fall  or  flow;  which  may  be  eafily  reduced  10  the 
time   fhewn   by  a  well  regulated. time-piece,  by  adding  or  fubtra$> 
irigthe  equation  for  the  day  propofed,  accordingly  as  the  fun  is  flow 
or  fail. 

Secondly.  The  high- water  at  Philadelphia  is'  computed  for  the 
morning  of  each  day ;  the  afternoon-tide  is  eafily  known  by  adding 
24  min.  to  that  of  the  morning;  e.  g.  on  tKe  ift  day  of  the  ift 
month  (January)  ih.  53m.  more  by  24m.  make  2h.  17m.  for  the 
time  of  even-tide ;  but  the  time  of  high-water  in  this  calendar  may 
be  taken,  on  common  occafxons,  for  either  morning  or  afternoon. 

Thirdly.  That  the  fun's  declination  is  carefully  fitted  to  the  me- 
ridian of  Philadelphia,  for  every  noon  of  the  prefent  year,  in  order 
to  fave  the  accurate  American  mariner  the  trouble  of  proportioning 
the  declination  taken  from  the  London  tables  to  hib  meridian,  in  voy- 
ages near  our  coaft,  to  the  Weft-Indies,  &c.  &c.  and  that  thofe  who 
are  not  fo  particular  as  to  attend  to  the  difference  of  the  London 
and  Philadelphia  declinations,  may  have  their  reckonings,  the  more 
"correal. 

Fourthly.  That  when  the  rifing,  fetting,  or  fouthing  of  any  fixed  j 
ftar,  is  given  for  a  particular  day,  the  fame  may  be  eafily  known  for  | 
feveral  days  after,  by  fubtra&mg  4m,  per  day;  thus,  on  the  3d  of  \ 
the  ift  month  (January)  Sirius  rifes  at  6h.  35m.  and  on  the  8th  of  1 
'the  fame  month,  by  deducting  2cm-  (i.  e.  4m.  for  each  day  later)  we  j 
find. him  up  at  6h.  15m.  and  fo  for  any  other  time  or  fixed  ftar.  If  \ 
we  count  backward  we  muft  add  4m.  per  day,  &c.  thlis  we  may  « 
have  the  rifing,  fetting,  or  fouthing  of  fome  noted  ftars  for  any  even-  j 
I   ing  in  the  year,  tho'  not  fpeciiied  for  that  day  in*  the  calendar. 

Fifthly.'  The  time  of  Alioth's  paffage  over  the  meridian,  or  when 
a  plumb-line  apparently  cuts  beth  the  pole  ftar  and  Alioth,  is  given, 
for  the  firft  fii  months,  above  the  pole,  and  for  the  laft  fix  below  it, 
to  5  days  in  each  month,  and  is  quickly  known  for  any  day,  by  the 
preceding  obfervation.  Thefe  two  ftars  wilj  be  vifibly  coincident 
with  a  level  eaft  and  weft  line  at  jh.  59m.  before  or  after  Alioth 
paffes  the  meridian ;  but,  for  common  life,  fay'  6h.  Thus  we  may 
regulate  time-pieces  to  a  minute,  or  tell  the  time  without  them.  The 
pole  ftar  is  on  the  meridian' 4m.  later  than  Alioth,  when  a  true  me- 
ridian line  may  be  drawn  by  it,  and  the  magnetic  variation  thereby 

■  etermined,  &c.  Alioth  is  the  firft  ftar  in  the  tail  of  the  great  bear, 
viz.  that  next  to  the  fcjuare;  or,  if  is  the  third  ftar  of  the  feven  com- 
monly called  the  waggon  or  plough,  counting  toward  thole  two 'of 

hem  which  are  denominated  the.pointers. 

Sixthly.  The  place  of  the  newly  difcovered  planet,  called  Georgi- 
om  Sidus  for  Herfchell)  is  arranged  in  its  proper  place,  at  the  head 
if  the  page  in  each  month,  under  this  character  ^c=  Alfo  the  place 
of  the  moon's  afcending  node  under  ££.

TAKE  dried  colt's  foot  leaves,  a  good  handful,  cut   ! 
them  fmall,  and  boil  them  in   a  pint  of  fpring  water  till 
half  a  pint    is  boiled   away  ;   then  take  it  oft  the  fire,  and 
when  it  is  almcft  cold,  ftrain  it  through  a  cloth,  fqueeiing 
the  herb  as  dry  as  you  can,  and  then  throw  it  away — dif- 
folve  in   the  liquor  an  ounce  of  brown  fugar-candy,  finely 
[  powdered  and  give  the  child  (if  it   be   about  three  or  four 
J  years  old,  and  fo  in  proportion)  one  fpoonful  of  it,  cold  or 
i  warm,  as  the  feafon  proves,  three  or  four  times  a  day  or  of- 
tener,  if  the  fits  of  coughing   come  frequently,  till  well, 
which  will  be  in  two  or  three  days ;  but  it  will  prefently  al- 
moft abate  the  fits  of  coughing. 

This  herb  feems  to  be  a  fpecific  for  thofe  forts  of  coughs, 
and  indeed  for  all  others,  in  old  as  well  as  young  :  it  has 
wonderfully  eafed  them  when  nothing  elfe  would  do  it,  and 
greatly  helps  in  fhortnefs  of  breath,  and  in  the  afthma  and 
phthyfic  :  likewife  in  waitings  or  confumptions  of  the  lungs 
it   has  been  found  of  excellent  ufe,  by  its  fmooth,  foften-  ! 
ing,  healing  qualities,  even  when  there  has  been  fpitting  of 
blood,  and  rawnefs  and  forenefsof  the  paffages,  with  hoarfe- 
nefs,   &c.   in  blunting  the  acrimonious  humours,  which  in 
fuch  cafes  are  almoft  continually  dripping  upon  them*     Get  \
